The Church of God in Thomaston, 
Georgia, moved into their new church 
at 314 Barnesville Street, with the 
largest attendance they ever had in one 
day. It was estimated that we had be- 
tween seven and eight hundred pres- 
ent that day. When all the different 
departments of the church had turned 
in their money, and all that was re- 
ceived that day was counted, we had 
$4,126.31. Our state overseer, Rev. E. L. 
Simmons, and our General Overseer, 
Rev. H. L. Chesser, were with us, and 
both preached well. We enjoyed hav- 
ing them and want them to come back 
and preach for us again. 

Our new building is 44x70 feet, with 
full size basement, ten Sunday School 
rooms, two rest rooms, one storage 
room, two junk rooms, and a balcony 
that will seat about one hundred. All 
the pews in the auditorium and bal- 
cony (forty-five) are factory built. The 
building is valued at $50,000, and the 
church owes only about $8,000. The 
building has four gas floor furnaces 
and ten gas cabinet heaters, one in 
each room.—D. T. Toler.

RICKENBACKER SPEAKS HIS MIND 

Rickenbacker recalled that in 1935 he urged the Con- 
gress to start a $5,000,000,000 air power program. He was 
ignored, he said, because those who believed in a strong 
air arm “were not able to muster enough strength.” Begin- 
ning in 1941, he stated, this country spent $1,000,000 every 
hour for five years for planes, equipment, and maintenance 
during the war years. 

In a vigorous address, the famous flier said Hitler would 
not have started World War II if the United States had 
been strong in air power “and we would have saved 350 
billions—that’s the figure if honest bookkeeping had been 
used.” 

“It was Hitler then and it’s Stalin now,” he asserted. 
“Russians have and always will take advantage of weak- 
ness. Unless we keep strong we hazard a risk of loosing 
everything.” 

“While the Marshall plan is a gamble in a five-year pro- 
gram for economic recovery of Europe, the eventual price 
of some $100,000,000 by the time it’s all over will be a cheap 
price for peace. If war comes—and it is nearer than some 
of you may think—the American way of life will be lost 
forever under a superdictatorship.” 

He urged that American people review their heritage of 
freedoms and opportunities, saying that many now want 
a fifth freedom—‘“freedom from work.” The nation’s great- 
est wealth, he said, is in its productive manpower.

Text: “Awake thou that sleepest, 
and arise from the dead, and Christ 
shall give thee light,” Eph. 5:14. 


These words were given to the early 
Church at Ephesus, and certainly the 
admonition given here may well be 
applied to the Church of today. 

Again, we read, “And that, knowing 
the time, that now it is high time to 
awake out of sleep: for now is our 
salvation nearer than when we be- 
lieved. The night is far spent, the day 
is at hand: let us therefore cast off 
the works of darkness, and let us put 
on the armour of light. Let us walk 
honestly, as in the day; not in rioting 
and drunkenness, not in chambering 
and wantonness, not in strife and 
envying,” Romans 13:11-13.

Immorality, harshness, political cor- 
ruption, dishonesty, race prejudice, 
hypocrisy, and hatred are abounding 
on every hand. Righteousness exalt- 
eth a nation but sin is a reproach

John 10:27, 28, 
“My sheep hear 
my voice, and I 
know them, and 
they follow me: 
and I give unto 
them eternal life; 
and they shall 
never perish, nei- 
ther shall any 
man pluck them 
out of my hand.” 

This is a blessed 
scripture. It ought 
to greatly encour- 
age every true fol- 
lower of Christ. This is a favorite 
scripture of the “eternal security” be- 
lievers. Let us check the words in this 
verse and see what they mean. 

Note first that Christ is talking 
about His property, something that is 
His own—His sheep, His because they 
heard His call, His voice, and still hear, 
and heed. They were called (Matt. 11: 
28) and chosen because they forsook 
all to follow Christ (Luke 5:11). “My 
sheep.” Sheep here means something 
that walks, something that walks for- 
ward, advances, goes farther. His sheep 
go farther than a handshake, joining 
the church, water baptism, etc. They 
follow the man with the line in his 
hand into swimming waters. See 
Ezekiel 47. Holiness is not the way to 
Christ, but Christ is the way to holi- 
ness. His sheep follow Him. 

“Sheep” in contempt means a silly 
fellow, a fellow that is a little off. 
Well, just as soon as we follow up 
close to Jesus, we will be branded as a 
little on the fanatical side, sort of 
radical. Yes, we may be peculiar, but 
we will be zealous of good works. We 
shall not be cursing, smoking, show- 
going, and sitting in an easy chair 
doped up on “eternal security.” Read 
1 Cor. 1:26; 3:18. God doesn’t hunt big, 
rich, well educated fellows with plug 
hats and tuxedo suits to use in His 
work. They don’t know what being a 
sheep is. “My sheep hear.” That is, 
they accede to my wishes; they give 
heed to, and obey my voice; they 
hearken to what I say. Note, they hear, 
not have heard, but hear constantly, 
on and on. It is good to have heard 
His voice if we still hear it-now. “My 
voice”—My commands, My precepts, 
My sayings. Someone said God’s sheep 
were marked—marked in the ear and 
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in the feet. They hear His voice, and 
their feet follow Him (a stranger they 
will not follow) .“They follow me.” They 
let Me lead them. They take Me as 
their guide. They imitate Me. I am 
their pattern and model. If we follow 
Him, we can’t miss holiness. He was 
and is the Way. He was and is the 
Truth. He was and is the Life. He did 
no sin, neither was (even) guile found 
in His mouth. “And I give unto them 
eternal life.” Note, “I give,” not “gave.” 
I give as they follow. 2 Cor. 15: 2. The 
Lord is with you while you are with 
Him. If you seek Him, He will be found 
of you; but if you forsake Him, He will 
forsake you. Perpetual following of 
Christ is what gives us eternal life, 
eternal security. If we fully obey and 
follow Christ, certainly no one can, or 
will, or is able to pluck us out of His 
hand. But listen, my precious readers, a 
sheep can go astray (with no assur- 
ance of being found and returned). 
Isa. 53:6. “All we like sheep have gone 
astray.” David said, Psa. 119:176, “I 
have gone astray like a lost sheep,” 
then he prays, “Seek thy servant, for 
I do not forget thy commandments.” 
Just for a backslider to remember is 
not enough. He must repent and re- 
turn. Matt. 18:12, “If a man have an 
hundred sheep, and one of them be 
gone astray.” These scriptures prove 
that a sheep can go astray. One can 
jump out of God’s hand (way) if he 
wants to. We are living in a time 
when we need to walk circumspectly 
(watchful on every side). “Take heed, 
brethren, lest there be in any of you 
an evil heart of unbelief (that we need 
to watch and pray always so as to be 
ready) in departing from the living 
God.” “Beware lest ye also, being led 
away with the error of the wicked, 
fall from your own steadfastness.” 

Rom. 8:35, 37-39, “Who shall separate 
us from the love of Christ? shall trib- 
ulation, or distress, or persecution, or 
famine, or nakedness, or peril, or 
sword? Nay, in ail these things we are 
more than conquerors through him 
that loved us. For I am persuaded, that

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N THE book of Acts, chapter 
fifteen, we find these words, 
“It seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us...” That is 
all I am going to read, and I trust 
that when we have concluded this 
convention the results may seem good 
to the Holy Ghost and to us.

In one of the meetings the 
Lord moved upon their hearts and 
the representatives of various groups 
humbled themselves before God in a 
spirit of repentance, acknowledging 
their wrongdoing in losing unity, and 
asking God’s forgiveness for the at- 
titude they had shown in days gone 
by. Their humility and repentance 
were put into the form of a written 
statement, which they signed, pledg- 
ing their desire to work together for 
the advancement of the kingdom of 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
I believe that in that gathering there 
was that which seemed good to the 
Holy Ghost, as well as to those breth- 
ren, and I trust there will be a won- 
derful revival through the grace of 
God as a result. 

Something is taking place in the 
earth. God is drawing His people to- 
gether. One good brother who has had 
much interest in seeking to bring 
about unity, met some opposition 
from one quarter, then he wrote a 
letter, saying, “I wonder if we are a 
little premature in trying to bring 
about this fellowship among different 
groups of Pentecostal people?” When 
we have gone from this convention, 
we, too, may meet circumstances 
which might cause us to question. In 
rubbing shoulders with our brethren 
we may find seeming inconsistencies, 
but let us not throw up our hands and 
say, “I wonder whether we are moving 
in the right direction or not?” Let us 
each pray that God will bring to pass 
that which is pleasing to Him. In this 
convention we are taking only the

Fellowship in the 
Will of God 


Keynote Message by Ernest S. Williams 
at the Constitutional Convention, Pentecostal Fellowship of North America 
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first steps toward something which 
we trust God will bless and use to 
the praise of His own dear name. 

I can’t tell you how much my spirit 
has been lifted by this gathering of 
the Pentecostal brethren. We are one 
at heart. We stand for the same doc- 
trine We have had the same experi- 
ence. We know our Pentecostal lan- 
guage. We appreciate the moving of 
the Spirit, and it is the logical thing 
for us to become better acquainted 
and ener into closer fellowship. 

The passage of Scripture from 
which I have taken my text tells the 
story of two groups within the Chris- 
tian church coming together. There 
were two branches in the early 
church, the Hebrew and the Gentile. 
A. complete cleavage had come be- 
tween the two. There were differences 
of ideas. There was proselyting—that 
is, unwise proselyting. (I am not going 
to tell you that you are a proselyter if 
someone likes your ministry better 
than mine and wants to go to your 
church. There is a difference between 
that and what I call proselyting. A 
proselyter is a fellow who, after some- 
one else prays and works and nearly 
sweats blood in order to win men to 
God, comes around and steals the be- 
lievers away that he might get a con- 
gregation without paying the price 
himself.) 

Had there never been such a con- 
ference as we read of in the fifteenth 
chapter of Acts, I fear the history of 
the Christian church would have been 
vastly different. The cleavage might 
have become permanent. But this con- 
ference at Jerusalem saved the day. 
Decisions were arrived at, and they 
were arrived at by a group of holy 
and sincere men who had certain dif- 
ficulties in getting together. 

The Hebrew Christians followed 
their way of worship, and the Gentile 
Christians theirs. Although their cus- 


toms differed, they were one unite; 
body of believers because they 4 
trusted in the grace and atonemen 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

It ought to be made clear to ; 
that in forming this Pentecostal Fel 
lowship of North America there is no 
desire to create a super church. There 
is no desire to remold the form of 
organization, in any church or group 
of churches. There is no intention of 
depriving anyone of his freedom and 
privileges. What we desire is simply 
a basis of fellowship and co-operation, 
If we can help any whose standard 
of holiness are not as high as they 
ought to be, let us do so. But as to 
organization, we don’t want any

our brethren that our form of church 
government is all wrong and that 
we should do things differently; 
neither do we want any in our Assem- 
blies of God to go among those of 
other groups seeking to induce them 
to adopt our ideas of organization. 
We simply want to do God’s will to- 
gether. There is a tendency among 
some pastors, when they go to a new 
church, to try to revamp that church 


immediately. To such brethren I have} 


said, “You don’t have to give the 
church a new constitution and by- 
laws as soon as you become pastor. If 
you will just use the constitution and 
bylaws the church already has, and 
preach Jesus, getting the blessing of 
God upon the people, the old consti- 
tution and bylaws will take care of 
themselves. If, after you have beet 
pastor of a church for two or three 
years, you see where certain changes 
would be beneficial, go ahead and 
make such, but don’t try to change 
everything as soon as you take a new 
church.” 

If I were pastor in a city in which 
there were two or three other Pente- 
costal churches, and the pastors of 
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we churches manifested a coopera- 
~ spirit, I would say to them, 
wethren, I don’t care what the con- 
ition and bylaws of your church 
yy be, but it seems good to the Holy 
most and to me that we work to- 
her. Let’s work together and get 
Js won for God.”

A few years ago I had the privilege 
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of fellowship at the General Council 
of the Church of God, at Chattanooga, 
Tennessee. The place seated over five 
thousand people, and it was packed, 
with many on the outside. I thought, 
“Lo, and behold! What a company of 
people.” It was my privilege to speak 
on a Sunday morning and I had a 
delightful time. The people responded 
to my message in a most encouraging 
way (perhaps out of courtesy). I 
thought, “Wouldn’t it be wonderful 
if we ministers in various Pentecostal 
bodies could have such an under- 
standing that I could go into your 
pulpit and you come into my pulpit 
and neither of us would be criticized 
by our respective church bodies for 
so doing!” — 

There are several things in connec- 
tion with such a fellowship that de- 
serve our thought. We ought to con- 
sider one another in the placing of 
our churches, that we do not plant 
them one upon another. I am not 
saying that, if there is a Pentecostal 
church in a certain town, you ought 
not to go into that town; but I am 
saying that you ought not to go in 
and build a church next door. 
Wouldn’t it be lovely if you could 
go to the pastor of the Pentecostal 
church that is already established 
in that town and work out an under- 
standing for cooperative fellowship? 
You could say to the pastor, “Here 
is a section of the town where the 
people need God, and I feel the need 
laid on my heart.” Then go and work 
in that section of the town, and don’t 
try to work his members (you see, it 
works both ways). That is one way 
in which we can look forward to hap- 
pier relationships one with another. 

We need to show ministerial cour- 
tesy one toward another. Think of 
the other fellow. Maybe he will be 
cantankerous and will not respond 
when you seek to have fellowship with 
him. If that is the case, you can’t 
help it; go ahead and work for God 
in spite of it. But if you can work out 
a relationship of fellowship and har- 
mony, work it out, and God will bless 
you. 

In regard to the moral character 
of ministers, we cannot let down our 
standard of scriptural holiness. We 
can’t compromise with dirty preach- 
ers. If a preacher has been excom- 
municated by one body of God’s peo- 
ple, let us find out why. 

I think it will be a wonderful thing 
if the various Pentecostal groups can 
in conventions and _ rallies. 


unite 


United Pentecostal meetings will give 
us a feeling of kindred love toward 
all the brethren. They cause us to 
feel we know people we never knew 
before. Since I was in Switzerland and 
other parts of Europe in 1947 there 
is a tie that binds my heart to those 
brethren in Europe. It would be a good 
thing to have conferences, from time 
to time, in every section of the land, 
where Pentecostal brethren from the 
various groups could get together to 
pray and talk things over and find 
God’s will as to the best way to ad- 
vance the kingdom of God. The fellow- 
ship would be good for all of us. By 
these times of fellowship we would 
come to understand one another bet- 
ter, and a lot of suspicions and preju- 
dices would be put out of the way. 
Praise be unto God. I can feel the fire 
of the Holy Ghost in my soul right 
now as I think what God will do if 
we will only put self out of the pic- 
ture and let God have his way. 


It will take a lot of nobility of 
character to do these things. When 
it comes down to practical issues 
there will be some who will not have 
sufficient quality of character to play 
the game; but I hope that, when such 
finds himself lacking he will get down 
before God and say, “Lord, I lack the 
bigness of character that I need. 
Lord, do a new work of grace in my 
heart, and help me to be big enough 
to work with other servants of Thine.” 

The Pentecostal Fellowship will al- 
so help us to advance the work of the 
kingdom of God in distant lands. Our 
foreign missionaries are deprived of 
many privileges which we who are 
in America enjoy. It would be easy for 
them to get lonely, discouraged, and 
crushed beneath the burden, or dried 
up for lack of fellowship. Wouldn’t 
it be fine if it could be worked out 
on the foreign fields so that one mis- 
sionary can represent your mission 
board, another missionary can repre- 
sent my mission board, but they both 
can work on a basis of fellowship so 
that there would be times of gather- 
ing together for conference and 
prayer, when the missionaries could 
get revived in their hearts? How good 
it would be if the missionaries could 
work together and present a united 
front to the public. Though one sta- 
tion might have one name, and an- 
other station might have a different 
name, the natives would be able to 
say, “Behold, how those missionaries 
love one another. There doesn’t seem

SICK INFANT FLOWN HERE 
FROM HAITI 


Serious Surgery May be Necessary 
A 1,500-mile flight from Haiti ended 
here Tuesday for an eight-day-old 
girl who may need a serious operation. 
The fast trip began Monday for 
Sharon Dianne Walker, daughter of 
Cleveland (Tenn.) Church of God 
missionaries, after doctors at Port-au- 
Prince, Haiti, said they did not have 
proper facilities to treat the illness. 
After a preliminary examination 
here Tuesday, Dr. H. D. Long said the 
infant was suffering from an intes- 
tinal obstruction. He said if an opera- 
tion was necessary, it would be very 
serious, but expressed hope that the 
child could get well without surgery. 

The father, the Rev. Herbert Walk- 
er, came here with the child and said 
she had been unable to eliminate 
food since birth, December 28. Injec- 
tions of glucose have kept her alive, 
he reported. 

The Rev. Walker and Sharon be- 
gan the emergency flight at 10:30 
a.m. Monday. Traveling by Pan- 
American Airways, they reached Mi- 
ami at 3 p.m., and Sharon was given 
a glucose injection at Jacksonville 
Memorial Hospital before the trip was 
continued. They left Miami at 9:40 
p.m. by Eastern Airlines and arrived 
in Chattanooga Tuesday at 4:45 a.m. 

Sharon, now at the T. C. Thomp- 
son Children’s Hospital, was reported 
to be resting comfortably Tuesday 
night. Dr. Long said more examina- 
tions would have to be made before 
the seriousness of the case could be 
determined. 

The Rev. Mr. Walker, twenty, a 
graduate of Vanderbilt University, is 
staying at the home of his father, the 
Rev. J. H. Walker, Sr., minister of the 
Church of God at Cleveland. His wife, 
Mrs. Lucille Walker, twenty-four, a 
graduate of Scarritt College at Nash- 
ville, is in a Port-au-Prince hospital, 
but is expected to join her husband 
soon. 

They have served sixteen months 
of a three-year period at their mis- 
sionary post—Chattanooga Daily 
Times.
